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The  1 983-84  freshmen  class  is 
composed  of  students  from  sixteen 
states,  the  greatest  majority  from  Indi¬ 
ana,  Illinois,  and  Ohio  respectively.  As 
of  August,  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
enrolled  323  freshmen  and  26  trans¬ 
fers  totaling  349  new  students  for  the 
academic  year.  Total  enrollment  for 
1983-84  is  978. 

According  to  the  Admissions  Office 
Freshman  Class  Profile,  the  averages 
of  SAT/  ACT  scores,  high  school  GPA, 
and  class  rank  are  significantly  higher 
than  the  averages  of  students  over  the 


past  three  years.  Because  of  the 
higher  grades  and  scores,  the  number 
of  Trustee  Scholarships  awarded  has 
grown  from  66  in  1980-81  to  89  in 
1 983-84.  In  order  to  qualify  for  a  non¬ 
need  Trustee  Scholarship,  a  student 
must  be  in  the  top  1  5%  of  his/  her 
high  school  class  and  must  have  an 
ACT  score  in  excess  of  23  or  a  SAT 
composite  score  of  over  1 ,000. 

Of  the  323  freshmen,  140  ranked  in 
the  top  20%  or  higher  of  their  high 
school  classes.

Computer 

Capability  Expanded 

The  need  to  advance  computer  capa¬ 
bility  for  student  use  and  administrative 
efficiency  is  a  part  of  SJC  life  as  it  is 
of  every  other  institution  interested  in 
providing  the  best  high-tech  exposure 
possible. 

Last  year  a  GIMIX  micro-computer 
was  installed  to  provide  a  system  for 
teaching  simple  computer  languages. 
The  IBM  System/  34  was  replaced  by 
a  new  Prime  2250  computer  and  new 
Prime  550  computers  which  are  faster, 
more  powerful  and  able  to  support  a 
wide  range  of  languages  and  data. 

The  offices  of  Admissions,  Financial 
Aid,  Development  and  Alumni  Affairs, 
Financial  Affairs,  and  the  Registrar  will 
be  linked  via  terminals  to  the  computer 
center  to  facilitate  considerably  access 
to  data,  improve  accuracy,  and  allow 
expansion  of  data  input. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  new  system 
will  meet  the  needs  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
for  the  next  five  to  seven  years. 


Renewal  Campaign 

Throughout  this  last  year,  the  “Re¬ 
newal  —  SJC  Into  Tomorrow”  campaign 
has  continued  to  gather  support  from 
alumni  across  the  nation.  Our  $7  million 
goal  is  close  to  being  realized,  with 
pledges  of  $6.5  million  in  place  and 
$2.5  million  paid  in. 

But  there  is  a  wrinkle  in  the  cloth,  and 
we  are  by  no  means  home.  The  presti¬ 
gious  $400,000  National  Endowment 
for  the  Humanities’  three  to  one  match¬ 
ing  grant  which  was  awarded  to  Saint 
Joseph's  College  in  the  spring  mandates 
that  we  raise  an  additional  $1.2  million 
to  receive  the  grant.  Quite  simply, 
there  is  a  lot  of  hard  work  ahead.  The 
campaign  and  development  staffs  will 
be  traveling  from  coast  to  coast  during 
the  next  seven  months  meeting  with 
alumni  and  friends  to  continue  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  Saint  Joseph’s  story,  its  mis¬ 
sion,  its  goals  and  its  hopes  and 
dreams  for  the  future.  Survival  is  not 
the  aim;  growth  and  excellence  in  edu¬ 
cation  are.

Posey  Plans  Soviet  Tour 


Dr.  John  P.  Posey,  Professor  of 
History,  has  announced  plans  to  con¬ 
duct  his  fourth  study  tour  to  the  Soviet 
Union  in  May,  1 984. 

Dr.  Posey,  a  specialist  in  Russian 
history,  says  the  1 984  tour  will  include 
visits  to  Moscow,  the  long-time  imperial 
capital  of  Leningrad  and  the  Georgian 
Black  Sea  resort  city  of  Sochi.  Cost  of 
the  two-week  tour  is  $1349. 

The  tour  price  includes  trans-Atlantic 
and  domestic  Soviet  air  fare,  all  airport 
transfers,  first-class  double  room  ac¬ 
comodations  with  three  meals  per  day, 
tours  and  admissions,  and  three  the¬ 
ater  performances  (usually  ballet, 
opera  and  circus). 


Special  features  requested  include  a 
boat  trip  and  visits  to  a  zoo,  a  day-care 
center,  a  factory  and  a  hospital.  The 
itinerary  is  flexible  enough  to  consider 
requests  for  special  interest  visits. 
Negotiations  are  under  way  to  arrange 
an  overnight  train  trip  and  visit  to  a  col¬ 
lective  farm. 

Dr.  Posey  will  conduct  several  orien¬ 
tation  sessions  during  the  weeks 
preceding  departure,  and  participants 
will  be  encouraged  to  attend.  Many 
alumni  have  participated  in  the  earlier 
tours.

Campus  Facelift  Continues 


The  work  crews  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
were  busy  over  the  summer  trying  to 
finish  a  number  of  reconstruction  and 
refurbishing  projects  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time  of  the 
launching  of  the  Capital  Campaign. 

The  greatest  concentration  of  funds 
was  directed  toward  upgrading  the  col¬ 
lege’s  physical  plant  with  the  revamp¬ 
ing  of  the  electrical,  heating  and  air 
conditioning  systems  for  optimum 
energy  savings.  It  is  estimated  that 
these  expenditures  will  be  paid  back  in 
three  years  in  utility  cost  savings 
alone.  The  roofs  of  Noll,  Bennett, 
Schwieterman  and  Dwenger  Halls  were 
replaced  as  were  parts  of  the  Chapel 


roof  and  Halleck  Center.  New  guest 
rooms  were  added  to  Schwieterman. 
Several  dormitories  received  a  face-lift 
with  new  carpeting  laid  in  Gallagher 
Hall  and  student  rooms  repainted. 
Many  of  the  rooms  are  scheduled  to 
receive  new  furniture.  The  science 
labs  were  upgraded  and  the  McHale 
Administration  building  was  remodeled, 
tuckpointed  to  relieve  a  water  problem 
in  interior  walls,  window  trim  recaulked 
and  painted,  and  offices  refurbished. 

Most  often  we  don’t  think  much 
about  the  activity  going  on  around  us. 
But  the  results  are  evident,  and  never 
so  much  as  when  visitors  come  to  the 
college  and  comment  with  sincerity, 
“You  have  a  beautiful  campus  here.”
